Police officers believe 
they thwarted a student’s 
plan to explode a bomb in 
the high school in early 
February. 

Deputy Sheriff Ryan 
Morris, who has an office 
in the high school, first 
learned of the plan when 
a female student told him 
she heard a fellow student 
say he wanted to blow up 
the school.

happened if we hadn’t 
stepped in,” Morris said. 
“I believe the threat was 
very real and this student 
had every intention of try¬ 
ing to make and explode 
a bomb in or around the 
school.” 

The student, who is 
a minor, was charged in 
juvenile court with ter¬ 
roristic threatening and 
has been expelled. More 


A Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life conservation officer, 
whose district includes 
Gallatin County, is fac¬ 
ing ethics and criminal 
charges for allegedly us¬ 
ing his position between 
the years 2007 and 2011 
to help his own commer¬ 
cial fishing business. 

Dennis Sharon of Car- 
roll County was charged 
with nine ethics viola¬ 
tions on March 19, in a 
19-page report made by 
a five-member Kentucky 
Executive Branch Ethics 
Commission. Besides be¬ 
ing accused of illegally 
furthering his own fishing 
business he’s also accused 
of helping others avoid 


prosecution for fishing 
violations. The report also 
said he used his author¬ 
ity as a Kentucky law en¬ 
forcement officer to fish 
commercially in restrict¬ 
ed waters. Furthermore it 
says he lied to Kentucky 
and Indiana authorities 
when he was confronted 
on the charges. 

The report alleges Sha¬ 
ron, a former Kentucky 
State Trooper, committed 
ethical violations by do¬ 
ing business with a per¬ 
son he had arrested, using 
information he gathered 
as a conservation officer 
to help his own business 
and intervening with a 
Kentucky prosecutor and 
fellow conservation offi¬ 


cer in an attempt to head 
off a case against a rela¬ 
tive of one of his business 
customers. 

Each of the nine counts 


carries a maximum pen¬ 
alty of $5,000. In addition 
to the ethics charges, Sha¬ 
ron was charged in Swit¬ 
zerland County, Ind., with 
criminal violations related 
to the ethics charges. 

Sharon has been placed 
on “investigative leave” 
by the Fish and Wildlife 
Department. The Depart¬ 
ment has 60 days to make 
a decision to terminate 
or reinstate him. He said 
he believes he did noth¬ 
ing unethical but declined 


to comment further. The 
charges date back to 
April, 2007, and allegedly 
occurred every year until 
April, 2011. 

Sharon was involved 
in the lucrative business 
of harvesting eggs or roe 
from paddlefish, which is 
sold as expensive caviar 
to countries such as Rus¬ 
sia and Japan. Paddlefish 
are strictly protected be¬ 
cause their eggs are so 
valuable and their num¬ 
bers are declining. 

Sharon is also being 
investigated by the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, 
the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources.

said Morris. “A girl told 
me what she heard and 
I investigated. I encour¬ 
age all students to tell me 
about anything that con¬ 
cerns them. That’s part of 
my job.” 

Morris, who was aided 
in the investigation by 
Warsaw Police Officer 
Brent Caldwell, confront¬ 
ed the student. After an 
interrogation of the stu¬ 
dent, Morris found direc¬ 
tions for making a bomb 
and literature that led the 
deputy to believe the stu¬ 
dent planned to carry out 
his threat. 

“I believe some¬ 
thing terrible could have 


Morris said. The names of 
minors are not released by 
the court system or by law 
enforcement. 

Superintendent of 
Schools Dot Perkins said 
neither she nor anyone at 
the school could comment 
on the case because stu¬ 
dents are involved. 

“We are so lucky that 
girl talked to Deputy 
Morris,” said a parent 
of a high school student 
who is familiar with the 
case but asked not to be 
identified. “She stopped 
the whole thing before it 
became a national horror 
story. She should receive 
a medal for her heroism.”

With that, he and the girls rushed 
out of my house claiming they had to 
get home because it was caterpillar 
feeding time. 

When they left, I finally had time 
to collect my thoughts. After a few 
minutes, a smile came to my face and 
I thought to myself how grateful I am. 
Grateful April Fool’s Day comes along 
only once a year. 
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How much do you pay in 
federal income taxes? 

The scramble is on. Time to get checks in the mail. 
But because of weekly withholding and the compli¬ 
cated process of donating to Uncle Sam, it may be 
unclear what percentage of our income goes to the 
U.S. Government. Here’s the breakdown. 

For Single Filers 

Up to $8,700 in wages, you pay 10 percent in 
federal income taxes. 

From $8,700 to $35,350, you pay 15 percent. 

From $35,350 to $85,650, you pay 25 percent. 

From $85,650 to $178,650, you pay 28 percent. 

From $178,650 to $388,350, you pay 33 per¬ 
cent. 

From $388,350 and up, you pay 35 percent. 

For Married Couples Filing Together 

Up to $17,400, you pay 10 percent. 

From $17,400 to $70,700, you pay 15 percent. 

From $70,700 to $142,700, you pay 25 percent. 

From $142,700 to $217,450, you pay 28 per¬ 
cent. 

From $217,450 to $388,350, you pay 33 per¬ 
cent. 

From $388,350 and up, you pay 35 percent. 

In addition to these federal tax rates, be aware 
we also pay state taxes, county taxes, city taxes, 
property taxes, payroll taxes, and a host of oth¬ 
ers. 

And if you think these rates are high, keep in 
mind they’re scheduled to go up next year when 
the Bush-era tax cuts expire. 

It seems tax cuts usually expire whereas gov¬ 
ernment spending programs live on forever. May¬ 
be that’s the cost of living in this great culture. 
But we don’t have to like it. 

April 17 will be this years 
deadline to file taxes 

Taxpayers will have two additional days to file 
their returns this year. 

The 2012 deadline to file taxes is April 17, instead 
of April 15, because Emancipation Day, a holiday 
observed in the District Columbia, falls on Monday, 
April 16. By law, District of Columbia holidays af¬ 
fect tax deadliness the same way federal holidays do. 
Therefore, all taxpayers will have two extra days to 
file or pay their taxes. 

All valid six-month extensions filed on or before 
April 17, 2012, will extend the due date to Oct. 15, 
2012 . 

More than 1 million Kentuckians have already 
filed their tax returns and 89-percent of those were 
filed electronically. The average time for a refund to 
be issued on paper returns is four to six weeks. A 
refund from an electronically filed return is usually 
issued within 10 days. 

The IRS is postponing some tax deadlines for peo¬ 
ple who live or have businesses in areas struck by 
recent tornadoes. Among the counties affected are: 
Carroll, Grant, Campbell, Trimble and Kenton.

Kentucky Commentary 


Show us what's going on during budget talks! 


A flurry of activity at the end of 
state budget sessions is as much of 
a ritual in Frankfort as madness is 
in March. 

Unfortunately, part of this rou¬ 
tine involves negotiating critical 
decisions concerning the com¬ 
monwealth’s budget behind closed 
doors. 

While I was not surprised to 
discover the hallway leading to 
Room 131 of the Capitol Annex 
roped off during recent budget 
conference committee meetings, it 
still felt like a step back. 

Policymakers have said they 
intend to make state government 
more transparent. They’ve agreed 
to require all three branches to 
put their checkbooks online. Gov. 
Steve Beshear has taken steps to¬ 
ward opening up the executive 
branch through his administra¬ 
tion’s “Open Door” site. 

Yet when it comes to the most 
important portion of the state bud¬ 
get decision-making process, we 
still have roped-off areas, covered 
windows and armed guards. 

This adds up to a denial of 
access for statehouse reporters, 
citizens and even lawmakers. It 
indicates we are unwelcome dur¬ 
ing negotiations critical to the size, 
scope and priorities of the spend¬ 
ing plan funded by taxpayers. 

At least Kentucky’s budget 
committee hearings were not held 
completely behind a veil of secre¬ 
cy. A lone Kentucky Educational 
Television camera was allowed to 
record negotiations in Frankfort. 

But one public-TV camera doth 
not transparency make. No com¬ 
mercial TV or radio news outfits 
were allowed to plunk their mi¬ 
crophones down in full view of 
the politicians in Frankfort as they 
made last-minute deals doling 
out tax dollars in a room with the 


blinds pulled. 

What’s wrong with the sunshine? 

If you allow a single camera in the 
room, why not go all the way and al¬ 
low reporters, other legislators and 
citizens to see the body language and 
camouflaged by the camera? 

When I was a government reporter 
for the Bowling Green Daily News, 
our attorneys would have been invit¬ 
ing commissioners to clear out their 
schedules for court dates had a city 
manager or mayor tried to limit my 
ability to cover meetings by forcing 
me to watch cable-TV’s coverage. 

No doubt there were some that 
would have liked nothing more - be¬ 
cause they were “more co mf ortable” 
discussing issues out of the public 
purview. At least that’s what I’m of¬ 
ten told. 

That’s probably why some leading 
House Democrats - who control the 
agenda - reportedly even wanted that 
lone KET camera removed as discus¬ 
sions progressed. 

But the camera should always re¬ 
main, and others should be allowed 


as well. 

Do we really want politicians be¬ 
coming “comfortable” horse trading 
with our tax dollars? Do we want 
reporters - who provide the only 
government access some Kentuck¬ 
ians have - being forced to watch the 
proceedings in another room? 

Our political leaders need to feel 
the presence of the press. Part of full 
and complete transparence is observ¬ 
ing the nuances of the whole event, 
including all actions, reactions and 
side conversations. 

Can you imagine asking fans with 
tickets to basketball's NCAA cham¬ 
pionship: “What’s the big deal? Why 
do you actually have to be in the room 
where the game is played? There’s 
going to be TV cameras there. Why 
not just watch it at home?” 

It’s just not the same - whether 
you’re talking about bouncing bas¬ 
ketballs or paranoid politicians.

Dear K.L., 

Yeah, I noticed that too; 
and you’re right, it is gor¬ 
geous. It’s Chinese Wiste¬ 
ria that’s gone wild. It’s not 
a native Kentucky plant 
(the “Chinese” part of its 
name probably gave that 
away); it’s one of those 
ornamental vines that es¬ 
caped civilization and now 
roams freely in the wilds. 

It’s a pretty thing to be 
sure, and you can buy it for 
your garden. But I always 
warn folks to be careful 


about where you plant it. 
Basically, don’t plant it 
up against anything you 
really love, like a deck at¬ 
tached to your home for 
example. Why? Because 
Wisteria is so vigorous 
and robust, that I’ve actu¬ 
ally seen it rip decks off 
of houses! No joke! So if 
you want one, plant it on 
some sort of stand-alone 
trellis or arbor. 

I’ve also seen Wisteria 
trained into a small tree 
form. With a vine this 
vigorous, it takes a lot of 
pruning, but the results 
are often worth the effort.
